FRENCH TROOPS TO HOLD 
FORTS FOR THE RUSSIANS 

London, February 9.—A _ special to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company from Tien- 
Tsin says: 

A French transport with a battalion of 
troops from Tonquin is hourly expected 
at Shan-Hai-Kwang (in the gulf of Liao 
Lang Tung) to garrison the forts which 
are being vacated by the Russians. It 
is reported that the tri-color of France 
was hoisted here this morning, and that 
the British officer in charge at Shan- 
Hai-Kwang protested against the French 
occupation. At present there is only a 
single sentry guarding the flag. The 
British commander here, .Brigadier Gen- 
eral Ventry, and his chief of staff pro- 
ceede4 to Shan-Hai-Kwang this morning. 
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FRANCE TO GIVE 
AUSSIA NO HELP 


Republic Will Be Absolutely 
Neuttal During the Wat 


Even Should Great Britain Intervene 
for Japan, France Will Not As- 
sist Russia—Other Powers 
Will Also Remain 
Neutral. 


Paris, February 9.—At a conference of 
ministers held at the Elysee paluce to- 
day, under the presidency of Mr. Loubet, 
Foreign Minister Delcasse communicated 
the news of the first Japanese attack 
with torpedo boats on the Russian fleet 
off Port Arthur, and announced that 
the French minister at Tokio had been 
instructed to assure the proteciion of 
Russian subjects and their interests in 
Japan. The attitude of the Frencno gov- 
ernment in view of the war is now def- 
in:tely determined upon. France will 
maintain neutrality under any and ail 
circumstances, the Franco-Russian al- 
liance being construed as not requiring 
France to intervene in behalf of Russia, 
even should Great Britain or any third 
power intervene in behalf of Janan. 

The naval engagement off Port Ar- 
thur is sa;,d to have occupied the prin- 
cipa] attention of th® council. It is 
thought this places the Russian fleet In 
a state of manifest ifferfority. Mem- 
bers of the counci! of ministers exprese- 
ed astonishment at the alleged negli- 
gence of the commanders of the Russian 
warships m permitting the Japanese te 
surprise them. 

The Japanese legation announces that 
Japan has to declare 
coat contraband.of war. The effect of 
this would be to cut off the main coa) 
supply of the Russian fleet at Port Ar- 
thur. The legation officers add that 
the continuance of the supplying of the 
Russians would be a breach of neutral- 
ity. 


UNITED STATES DECIDES 
ON ABSOLUTE NEUTRALITY 

Washington,- February 9.—At the cab- 
inet meeting today hong and careful con- 
sideration was given to the situat‘un de- 
veloped by the Russo-Japanese war. The 
meeting lasted mote than two hours, 
and nearly the entire time was given to 
discussion of the Far Eastern situation. 
It is not anticipated that the United 
States government may be drawn into 
the conflict, although its progress will 
be watched closely and anxiously bv this 
government. 

Early today the president and Secre- 
tary Hay, as well as Secretaries Taft 
and Moody, were placed in possession of 
the news of the naval conflict near Port 
Arthur Prior to the cabinet meeting 
that was the only information concerning 
the bactle which had been received by the 
administration.

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HE FOO, February 9.—The Japanese fleet 
Ci attacked Port Arthur at midnight on Mon- 
day. Two Russian battle ships and one Rus- 
sian cruiser were disabled by torpedoes. 
The battle was continued this morning at a range 
of 3 miles. 
The steamer Columbia has arrived from Port Ar- 
thur with additional news of the attack by the Japa- 
nese fleet upon the Russian fleet in the roads out- 


1 side of the harbor of Port Arthur. 


Russian Battleships Disabled 
By the Japanese Torpedoes 


The Columbia was in the roads at the time and 
felt the first shock of a torpedo explosion at II 
o’clock on Monday night. The attack continued all 
night, and at daylight this morning two Russian 
battle ships and one first-class Russian cruiser were 


seen to have been disabled and beached at the en- 
trance of the harbor. The cruisers was badly listed 
to one side. 

This morning the Russian forts opened fire on 
the Japanese fleet, which was about three miles 
distant. The Japanese vessels returned the fire, 
hitting several of the Russian ships, but doing little 
damage. ‘The Russian cruisers then went out, and 
the Japanese vessels disappeared. They were seen 
later going in the direction of Dalny, apparently 
undamaged, although the officers of the Columbia 
say there were seventeen in the attacking party, 
and only sixteen were seen later in the day by the 
steamer Foo Chow. 


At a Range of Three Miles 
Hostile Fleets Opened Fire. 


The Russians leff one cruiser outside to watch 
for the Japanese ships. The cruiser was fired upon 
by the Japanese, and the other Russian vessels 
took up their anchors and cruised around the 
Roadstead. 

The Japanese fleet came up within three miles, 
and a battle commenced. The Japanese fired on 
the ships and forts, which replied. Two Russian 
ships were struck by shells, but were only slightly 
damaged. The Russian fire fell short. The Colum” 
bia steamed away while the battle was in progress, 
but later saw the Japanese fleet leave. One Japa- 
nese cruiser with torpedo boats is reported north 
of Chee Foo. 

The two battle ships disabled are the Poltava 
and the Czarevitch. The disabled armored cruiser 
Boyarim and the grounded battle ships block the 
entrance to the harbor, preventing gunboats from 
going out, and battle ships and cruisers from going 
in, and getting coal.

OKIO, February 9.—It is reported that the Japanese fleet engaged and defeated two Rus- 

sian warships, whose names have not yet beey, learned, at Chemulpo today. It is said 

the engagement begn at 11 a. m., and continued until 3 p.m. The smaller Russian vessel 
is reported to have been sunk, and the larger one fired.and hopelessly disabled. A part of the 
crew are reported to have escaped to the shore and have been captured. The Japanese ships are 
reported to be slightly damaged. Official confirmation of the report is unobtainable. It was 
reported yesterday that the Russian cruisers Korietz and Variag were lying at Chemulpo, and it 
is possible that they were the vessels reported to have been engaged. 
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Russian gunboats Variag and Korez caught at Che- 
mulpo. They were bound for Vladivostock. 

The Japanese fleet was under the command of 
Vice Admiral Togo, and consisted of four fast 
cruisers, the Chitose, Kasigi, Tagafago and Yoshi- 
no, which circled outside, drawing the fire of the 
Russians. They then joined the main fleet, and all 
went in to attack the armored cruisers. In the 
Japanese fleet which consisted of two divisions, 
were Mikasa, the flagship, the first-class battle ship 
Ashi, Fuji Spikishima, Yashima, Hatsuse and the 
dispatch boat Tatsuma. The second vision of the 
fleet under command of Admiral Kamimura on the 
flagship Idsumo, consisted of the armored: cruisers 
Yakuma, Asama and Iwatze, when seen by the loo 
Chow on Thursday. 


Naval Battle at Port Arthur 
Described by Eyewitness. 


A member of the crew of the Columbia tells this 
story of the naval battle at Port Arthur: 

“The Columbia was lying in the roads surround- 
ed by 14 Russian battle ships and cruisers. At 
11:30 o’clock Monday night a severe shock’ was 
felt on board the Columbia. The Russians imme- 
diately opened fire towards the sea. Whe firing 
lasted only a short time. At 1 o'clock more shocks 
were felt, and the Russians again commenced fir- 
ing. The Japanese did not return the fire. At 2 
o'clock two Russian battle ships went in, and were 
beached across the entrance of the harbor. ‘They 
were soon fellowed by a Russian cruiser, which also 
was beached. None of the .vessels were damaged 
above the water line, More shocks from torpedoes 
were felt during the early morning, and then all 
was quiet. At 10 o’clock Tuesday morning, three 
Japanese cruisers passed Port Arthur in sight of 
the Russian fleet. The whole Russian fleet imme- 
diately weighed anchor, and went after them bi® 
returned in half an hour.” 


Fast Crotsers of Japanese 
Circling About Russian Foes

morning, the fast cruisers were circling in a radius 
of six miles.

the demands of the Tokio cabinet and de- 
clared herself ready to recognize Japan's 
privileged commercial and economic posi- 
tion in the Korean peninsula, with the 
concessions of the right to protect it bv 
military force in the event of disturb- 
ances in that country. At the same time. 
while rigorously observing the funda- 
mental principle of her policy regardinz 
Korea whose indenendence and inteeritv 
were guaranteed by previous understand- 
ings with Japan, and by treaties with 
cther powers, Russia insisted on three 
roints: 

“I. A mutual and unconditional guar- 
antee of this principle. 

“2. On an undertaking to use no’ part 
of Korea for strategic purposes as the 
authorization of such action on the part 
of any foreign power was directly op- 
posed to the principle of independence of 
Korea. 

“3. On the preservation of the full free- 
dom of navigation of the straits of Korea. 

“The project elaborated in this sense 
did not satisfy the Japanese government 
which in its last proposals not only de- 
cline to accept the conditions which ap- 
peared as the guarantee of the independ- 
ence of Korea, but also bezan at the 
Same time to insist on provisions to be 
incorporated in a project regarding the 
question of Manchuria. Such questions on 
the part of Japan natural&y were inauinis- 
sible, the question of Russia’s position 
in Manchuria, concerning in the first 
place not only China, but also ail the 
powers having commercial interests in 
China. The imperial government, there- 
tore saw absolutely no reason tu naa 
in a special treaty with Japan regarding 
Korean affairs, any provisions concerning 
territory occupied tgy Russian troops. 10¢€ 
iinperial government, however, did not 
retuse, so iong as the occupation or Man- 
churla lasts to recognize vLolh the sover- 
eignty of the emperor of China in Mah- 
churla and also We rights acquired there 
by other powers througn treaties witn 
China. A declaration to tnis eect has al- 
ready been made to forgign cabinets. 

‘‘in view of this the imperial govern- 
ment, after charging its representative at 
Tokio to prevent its reply tv the last pro- 
posal of Japan, was justified, jn expecting 
the Tckio cabinet tu take into acount tne 
considerations set forth above and that it 
would appreciate the wish manifested by 
Russia to come to a peaceful understana- 
ing with Japan. Instead of this the Japa- 
nese government not even awaiting this 
reply decided to break off negotiations 
and suspend diplomatic relations. tie im-

A telegram to the effect stated above 
was received yesterday by Comptroller 
Genetal William A. Wright from the 
New York manager of the company, 
Henry W. Baton. In this telegram it is 
stated that the object of the insurance 
company in making the payment from 
London is to keep the surplus unimpair- 
ed in America. Following is the text of 
the message received by Mr. Wright, 
and it is said that similar messages have 
been sent to every insurance commis- 
sioner in the United States: 

‘New York, February 9.—Our head 
office authorizes us to draw at sight for 
all losses in the Baltimore conflagration, 
so as to avoid reducing the surplus ‘ot 
our company in this country.

Typhoid in Philadelphia. 


(From the Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 

There are 125 new cases of typhoid 
fever in Philadelphia, according to the 
reports to the health authorities for the 
week just ended. This was 37 more 
than developed during the preceding 
seven days. The increase is .«.._-..uced 
to the stirring up and befouling of our 
water supply by the winter storms, and 
both medical experts and circumstantial 
evidence support this theory. 

Let the public heed the warning. Every 
family can make itself reasonably safe 
from the ravages of typhoid by bouing 
al] the water used for drinking and culi- 
nary purposes. This is an old, old story 
but it cannot be told too often. 

Many persons are prone to make use 
of this precaution spasmoidically. For 
a time they diligently boil their drinking 
water, and then they become careless. 
Others are content, if, by the use of 
filters, they obtain a fluid unoffensive to 
the eye. Both classes are taking des- 
perate chantes. 

As Director Martin and Dr. Abbott 
have repeatedly pointed out, the only 
safe thing is to boi] all the water you in- 
tend to drink—not only today and to- 
morrow, but next week and next month,

FIVE RUSSIAN SHIPS 
CRIPPLED IN BATTLE 
- WITH THE JAP FLEET 


Viceroy Alexieff Reports That Three Ships Were 
Torpedoed in Night Attack and Two Were 
Injured in the Day Fight. 


St. Petersburg, February 3.—An official 
dispatch received here says that Japanese 
torpedo boats have attacked the Russian 
squadron in the outer roads at Port Ar- 
thur and that three Russian ships were 
damaged. 

Admiral Alexieff’s official report of the 
attack by the Japanese is as follows; 


“T most respectfully inform your maj- 
esty that at or about midnight of Feb- 
rutry 8-9, Japanese torpedo boats made 
@ @udden attack by means of mines 
upon the Russian squadron in the outer 
Toads of the fortress of Port Arthur, in 
which the battleships Retvizan and Ce. 
sarevitch. and the cruiser Pallada were 
damaged. An inspection is being made 
to ascertain the character of the damage, 
Details are following for your majesty.” 


In consequence of the attack of the 
Japanese torpedo boats, martial law has 
been proclaimed. 


VICEROY ALEXIEFF TELLS 
OF THE DAY NAVAL FIGHT 

St. Petersburg, February 10, | & m.— 
The following bulletin has just been is- 
sued in the form of a telegram from 
Viceroy Alexieff’s chief of staff, dated 
February 9: 

“By order of the viceroy, 1 beg to 
report that this day at about !! o'clock 
in the morning, a Japanese squadron 
consisting of about fifteen battleships and 
cruisers apprq@ached Port Arthur and 
opened fire. The enemy was Teceived 
with a cannonade from the shore batte- 
ries and the guns of our squadron, which 
also participated in the engagement. — 

“At about midday the Japanese squaa- 
ron ceased its fire and left, proceeding

ADMIRAL ALEXIEFF SAYS 
VESSELS WERE NOT SUNK 

St. Petersburg, February 10.—Admiral 
Alexieff, amplifying his. first telegram 
to the czar on the torpedo boat action, 
now telegraphs as follows: 

‘Tl most humbly report to your impe- 
rial majesty that the three injured ves- 
sels were not sunk, nor were their boll- 
ers or engines damaged. The Czare- 
vitch received a hole in her steering de- 
partment and her rudder was damaged; 
the Retvisan was damaged in her pump- 
ing apparatus under the water line, and 
the Pallada was injured amidship. not 
far from’ her engines. 

“After the explosions the cruisers pass- 
ed immediately to their assistance, and 
in spite of the dark night, measures were 
taken to bring the damaged VeSsels to 
the harbor. We had no loss in officers. 
Two marines were killed, five were 
drowned and eight were wounded.

LOSSES OF RUSSIANS 
CONTINUE TO INCREASE 

St. Petersburg, February 1!0.—A second 
telegram has been received from Viceroy 
Alexieff. It is dated February 9 and says: 

“A Japanese squadron of fifteen jat- 
tleships and cruisers today began to bom- 
bard Port Arthur. The fortress replied 
and the squadron weighed anchor in 
order to participate in the battle.”’ 

A third telegram from the viceroy says 
that efter a bombardment lasting one 
howr the Jmpanese squadron ceased its 
fire and steamed south werd. 

“Our losees,” the viceroy cormtirnves, 
“are two naval officers and fifty-one men 
wounded, and nine men kilied, and on 
the coast batteries, one man killed and 
three wounded. 

“During the engagement the battleship 
Poltava and the cruisers Diana, Askold 
and Novic were each damaged on the 
water Iine. The damage to the fortress 
was not important.”

It was almost !! o’clock when the Japa- 
nese squadron of sfxteen, including five 
battle ships, appeared in fine order. 

At a quarter past !! o'clock came the 
first flash from a Japanese vessel and a 
12-inch shell landed near the _ torpedo 
boats, grouped near the entrance of the 
harbor. The aim was splendid. 

Owing to confusion on the part of the 
quarantine officials, or perhaps because 
the-“Russians thought the Japanese would 
not like to fire near the British flag, the 
Columbta was close to the Russian fleet 
and in the line of fire and the Japanese 
shells fell thickly around her, several 
bursting near by and strewing her decks 
with splinters and water. The captain of 
the Columbia then got under way in spite 
of protests of the Russian guards on 
board and got his vessel out of range, 
making full speed for Che Foo. 

The Russian guards were praying fer- 
vently and the Chinese crew of the ship 
was frightened, but they worked well. 
Those on board the steamer feared the 
Russian batteries would sink them for 
disobeying orders, the captain's repeated 
signals for permission to proceed having 
been ignored. 

SHELLS OF THE JAPANESE 
WERE VERY WELL AIMED 

The bombardment lasted until a quarter 
of 12. The Japanese aimed their fire 
well, two shells bursting at the summit 
of one fort and a number on the cliff 
and the beach. All were heavy shells. 
Some of them emitted a yellow smoke, 
but from a majority came a dense black 
amoke. The rate of fire on both sides 
was slow. Three Russian battle ships 
were hit, but the extent of the damage 
could not be ascertainéd. Apparently no 
ship on either eide was disabled. The 
Russian cruiser Novik fought pluckily, 
keeping closer by far than any other Rus- 
sian vessels to the Japanees until the 
heavy fire concentrated on her compelled 
her to retire on the battle ships. The 
other Russian cruisers fought at first 
outside ‘ine of battle ships. 

The Russians seemed to fight with little 
formation, but this was probably due to 
the cramped space, they being never more 
than one and a half miles from the shore 
and under the guns of the forts, which 
fired over them. This firing, however, 
was not frequent. 

Before the action the men on the war- 
ships could be seen throwing beds and 
lumber overboard. The Rusésdan Ships 
constantly wheeled around in the same 
position, while the Japanese kept in splen.

JAPANESE HAVE DEALT 
RUSSIA CRUSHING BLOW 

London, February 10.—In a dispatch 
from Che Foo, dated February 9, a cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express says: 

“The Japanese have dealt the Rus- 
sians a crushing blow at Port Arthur. An 
advance division of the squadron of the 
Japanese fleet, under command of Vice 
Admiral Togo and comprising sixteen 
battle ships and cruisers with a numerous 
torpedo flotilla, left the main fleet off 
Shan Tung peninsula on Sunday immedi- 
ately that the news of the diplomatic rup- 
ture became known. This information 
was conveyed to the Japanese admiral by 
a destroyer dispatched from Tsu Shima 
Saturday evening. 

“The Japanese scouting cruisers had 
given accurate Information of the pre- 
carious situation of the Russian fleet out- 
side Port Arthur. The squadron steamed 
slowly ig battle formation Sunday mid- 
day towards its goal and came within 
sight of Port Arthur under cover of 
darkness. It cruised slowly outside with- 
out showing lights. 


RUSSIANS ‘WERE FEELING 
SECURE FROM ATTACK 


“The Russians were lying in the road- 
stead apparently feeling secure from at- 
tack. Nearly all the Japanese torpedo 
ooats were dispatched on their dangerous 
and daring task. They rushed full steam 
on the enemy, who were completely sur- 
prised. A gre\t rattle of small arms 
greeted tho invaders, who, however, 
escaped unhurt, and the Retzivan, the 
Czarvitch and the Pallada were almost 
immediately torpedced. The Japanese 
dished along the egtire line of the Rus- 
sians, exposed by now to a terrible fire 
from machine guns and small arms from 
both the ships and the shore. There was 
the utmost consternation among the Rus- 
Sians, which probably accounts for the 
Japanese torpedo boats escaping practi- 
cally unscathed and rejoining the admiral 
outside.”

STRONG HAND IN WAR 
THAT SHAKES ORIENT 


State Department Is Arranging a Concert of Powers 
To Maintain the Integrity of China No Matter 
How the War Goes.

Washington, February 9.—(Special.)— 
The United States has made the first 
move toward taking a hand in the final 
adjustment to follow the conclusion of 
the Russo-Japanese war. 

By negotiations set on foot during the 
past two days by the state Gopartayaant, ; 
knowledge of which became public prop- 
erty today, this government has taken a 
stand which clearly shows it determina- 
tion, if the other powers will act upon 
its suggestions, that Russia Shall never 
get Manchuria, even if she comes out 
victorious in the war which is now on. 
Briefly stated, the aim of the United 
States is to secure concurrent action by 
all the great nations not parties to the 
conflict to secure not only the integrity 
of the Chinese empire, but the neutrality 
of Chinese territory in the present con- 
flict. With the powers pledged to pre- 
serve the neutrality of Chinese territory, 
as Secretary Hay seeks, there can be but 
one result. That is that the combatants, 
neither of them, would be permitted to 
place their armies upon Chinese terri- 


tory. 
Manchuria Included. 

In the practical working out of this 
policy it is probable that any such agree- 
ment would at first be construed to af- 
fect the Chinese empire south of the 
southern boundary of the Manchurian 
provinces, but carried to its legitimate 
conclusion asit would beif thereis con- 
current or united action, this would ap- 
ply to Manchuria also, for this govern- 
ment and all the others have Steadily 
refused to recognize- Manchuria as any- 
thing else than one of the component 
parts of the Chinese empire. 

If Secretary Hay succeeds, therefore, 
the final result will be united action of 
all the other nations to prevent Russia 
holding Manchuria even Should ehe guc- 
ceed in administering defeat to the Japa- 
nese. 

After the cabinet meeting today it was 
announced that the crutser squadron of 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, now in the 
Philippines, is to be ordered north “for 
purposes of observation.” The destina- 
tion of that squadron, which consists of 
four fast crufsers, {is not made known.

No 
explanation is accorded as to whether 
Manchuria itself, already the scene of the 
first battle off Port Arthur being part of 
China, is regarded as being within the 
scope of the proposition, but here, as in 
the case of Korea, it is helieved that the 
determination will not be decided before 
the close of the war. 

Exchange Going on for Weeks. 

The exchanges referred to ‘as prelimi- 
nary to the issue of the note have been 
going on for several weeks in anticipa- 
tion of an outbreak of hostjlities. It was 
‘(@ rét supposed that th Intention was 
to do no more than maintain the open 
door in Manchurta, but it is apparent that 
there is a deeper purpose and that from 
the original thought the proposition has 
grown into one that wil] conserve the ter- 
ritorial integrity of China. It js pointed 
out that some such outcome followed the 
Chinese-Japanese war and that after all 
the present action is within the line of 
precedent. 

It is understood, relative to the ques- 
tion of restricting warlike operations to 
the narrowest possible limits, that the 
proposition took the form of a note to 
Russia and one to Japan suggesting some 
such limitation. In addition the neutral 
powers were called on by the United 
States tc address themse.ves in the same 
fashion to Russia and Japan, and it is in- 
timated that the suggestions have been 
well received.

The Turn in Futures. 

The recent collapse in cotton fu- 
tures or cohtracts Has not seriously 
affected the priee of cotton itself. 
What is called the war scare is cred- 
ited with contributing largely to the 
break, but the real cause, after all, 
is due to overspeculation, and when 
once the decline began there was a 
great rush on the part of speculators 
to shake themselves free from the 
toils in which they had become en- 
tangled. 

When the turn came, the market 
found itself at the mercy of manip- 
ulators who have been eagerly 
awaiting an opportunity to carry con- 
fusion to the ranks of their oppo- 
nents; but actual cotton—cotton on 
the farm, or at the freight depot, or 
in the ware house, or in transit—has 
lost no material value. Those ‘who 
own it have only to hold it until 
prices resume their upward journey. 
The war scare, which is as serious in 
its effects as it is ever likely to be, 
is, of course, responsible for a part 
of the decline, but it is well known 
that war will not have the result of 
diminishing the actual demand for 
cotton goods, especially at this time, 
when there is not enough cotton in 
the worid to supply the demand. 

The effect of a war in the East is 
already more than discounted, and 
while its immediate effect has been 
to give a black eye to speculation, 
we may be very sure that those who 
place their money on future con- 
tracts will continue to figure in this 
alluring business, in spite of war 
clouds, and in the teeth of that pecu- 
liar kind of manipulation which Wall 
street has made more popular than 
profitable. 

The real cotton situation, how- 
ever, is precisely what it was before 
the war scare intervened. Popula- 
tions may go to war, but in this day 
and time they can not go naked. 
The very fact that large armies in 
the east are taking the field means 
an increase in the demand for cotton 
goods later on. There is no more rea- 
son why there should not be an 
increased demand for cotton goods 
than there is why there should 
be a falling off in the demand for 
wheat. If wheat goes up because ar- 
mies have to be fed, the same frea- 
son should hold good in the case of 
cotton, for the armies have te be 
clothed, as well as fed. 

We can read but one lesson in the 
decline of contract cotton, and that 
is that speculators should be sure 
that they have ample funds to meet 
the ups and downs common to their 
business or they should let specula- 
tion severely alone. We are well 
aware of the existence of an opinion 
which maintains in the face of statis- 
tics that the recent high prices of 
cotton have ‘been higher than the 
short supplies justified, and we have 
no means other than the actual situa- 
tion affords cf proving to the con- 
trary, but it is very certain that the 
recent collapse of the future market 
is mainly due to manipulation, has- 
tened and hurried by the timidity of 
those who feel that they have ven- 
tured beyond their depth. 

It has not been announced that any 
one was seriously hurt by the sud- 
den and startling fall in futures, and 
the strong probability is that the 
strong position of actual cotton has 
not been weakened to any serious ex- 
tent. Paper cotton, when it declines, 
merely gives the warning of a black 
eye to the inexperienced or the over- 
burdened speculator.

Criticism That Hurts. 

Referring to some recent com- 
ments in The Constitution on the dis- 
cussion of “you-all,” The Saturday Re- 
view—which is the name of the lit- 
erary supplement of The New York 
Times—agrees that the whole matter 
hinges on differences in the memories 
of those who have contributed to the 
friendly controversy. “Our memo- 
ries,” says The Times Review, “are in 
a rudimentary state. Perfected man 
will remember clearly all that he ever 
hears or sees, but the state of perfec- 
tion is a long way off. The only thing 
this southern critic’—meaning The 
Constitution—“objects to in the dis- 
cussion is the misuse of the word ‘pro- 
vincialism.’ It is true that the north 
and the east and west have their 
crudities and extravagances of speech, 
as well as the south, the great cities 
as well as the rural districts.” 

The Saturday Review evidently fail- 
ed to catch the point of our chief note 
f complaint. We are not by any 
means sure that the term “provincial- 
ism” has been misapplied in the dis- 
cussion that has been going on in its 
columns, for the whole contention has 
been in regard to colloquialisms, 
which are sometimes correctly called 
provincialisms. What The Constitu- 
tion objects to is the improper use of 
the word to describe a condition or a 
state of being, and the objection would 
be less serious if this misuse were 
confined to the news columns of care- 
less contemporaries. 

But when our people are lectured in 
the columns of newspapers that affect 
style and that make appeals to the cul- 
tured classes, and are told that they 
are the victims of “provincialism” of 
the most tiupeiess hiuu, ac is 
that we should be’somewhat resentful. 
The New York Evening Post, The 
Springfield Republican, The Boston 
Transcript and other eastern papers 
of that character are noted for their 
good taste in literary matters, for 
their vigorous and correct English, 
and for a certain point of view that 
appeals to people of refinement. All 
this we gladly admit, and we are will- 
ing to go even further than this, if 
need be. But the moment they begin 
to criticize the south they forget their 
high literary standards and leave us 
surprised, wounded and stunned. 

It is not so much what they say as 


atcarcili wai ,; 


the way they say it. We feel that we 
must indeed be hopelessly “countri- 
fied” if we cannot be abused or criti- 
¢cised in good English. In the circum- 
stances, ‘“provincialism,” whether 
hopeless or not, is a heavy load to 
carry, especially when it is imposed on 
us by the apostles of eastern culture. 
If they would only accuse us of provin- 
ciality, if they would only retain a 
firm seat on the high horse of diction, 
and not fall off and flounder, we 
should feel better. But “provincial- 
ism!” How and when did any people 
ever succeed in squirming from under 
such a burden as that? 

We are inclined to believe that 
there are redeeming qualities in pro- 
vinciality, and we have been willing 
to suppose that its ample mantle cov- 
ered nearly every section of our com- 
mon country. We have even had the 
sweet but secret thought that it gave 
to American literature a certain charm 
and originality that are its chief mer- 
its. But the illusion vanishes the mo- 
ment we are told that the south, or 
any other section of the country, is 
floundering about in the mud and dust 
weighted down by “provincialism.” 
In short, we object to criticism that is 
couched in intolerable English.

Growing Cotton Abroad. 

Buropean nations with colonies to 
exploit agriculturally are just now 
planning extraordinary efforts. to 
propagate the cotton plant in order 
that their textile industries may in 
time be free from American control 
of the source of raw supply. The 
present high price of cotton has 
had the effect of redoubling efforts 
in this direction, and the bear in- 
fluences in the cotton market are 
endeavoring to make capital of the 
fact in their warning arguments 
against what they term a fictitious 
enhancement of raw cotton values. 
These foreign experiments in the 
culture of the south’s great field 
staple; may not be serious enough 
to cause especial uneasiness among 
our planters, but they are interesting 
enough to invite southern attention 
through newspaper discussion. 

It seems that the center of interest 
in foreign cotton culture at the pres- 
ent writing is the Soudan region of 
Africa, the scene of “Chinese” Gor- 
don’s tragic death and Kitchener’s 
later conquest. The lands it is pro- 
posed to develop in this way lie large- 
ly in the Upper Nile basin and mil- 
lions of acres are susceptible of irri- 
gation by the river and its branches, 
and millions of other acres by a 
water storage system similar to that 
being introduced on our’ western 
prairies. The plans of the British 
cotton promoters include the _  con- 
struction of a railroad from- Suakin, 
a port of the Red sea, to Berber, on 
the Nile, a distance of 300 miles. 
Once arrived at the Red Sea any sia- 
ple of commerce is within easy 
reach of the European market. The 
construction of this important rail- 
road is already well under way and 
it will be completed within the year. 

Behind this movement is the Brit- 
ish Cotton Growing Association, 
with headquarters at Manchester, 
backed by a fund of $250,000, which 
it is proposed to expend on cotton 
growing experiments, mainly in the 
Soudan. The plans of the association 
comprehend extensive colonization, 
and it is its intention to interest 
American cotton field negroes in em- 
igration. Much of the land is gov- 
ernment property and can be dis- 
posed of on homesteading' terms. 
That a strong public sentiment in 
England is behind the movement is 
evident from the fact that King Ed- 
ward heartily indorsed the project in 
his speech to parliament, and mil- 
lions of British capital is said to 
await eager investment in the Soudan 
as soon as matters are in tangible 
shape. 

James Boyle, the American consul 
at Liverpool, calls the attention of 
the department of commerce to the 
movement in some detail. He says 
that “a fair quantity of cotton from 
the Soudan is expected at Liverpool 
and Manchester this season. The 
first consignment of Soudanese cot- 
ton recently arrived at Cairo from 
Khartoum, and was declared to be 
superior in mercerizing qualities 
and in strength to the best LEgyp- 
tian.” 

Among the men of heavy capital 
and promotive skill interested in the 
opening of the Soudan to the cotton 
colonists is Leigh Hunt, the well 
known Seattle man, who made a for- 
tune in Korean mines. Mr. Hunt 
went to Egypt for the benefit of his 
health and while touring the Nile was 
struck with the great agricultural 
possibilities of the upper basin. He 
has obtained large landed concessions 
from the British government and 
will at once undertake the develop- 
ment of the country by cotton cul- 
ture. He has had scientific tests of 
the soil made, and specialists from 
the southern states will superintend 
the work of cultivation. The pres- 
ent great drawback is skilled labor. 
The miserable remnants of the tribes 
nearly annihilated by the British 
army that went out to revenge Gor- 
don afford a sorry chance for native 
labor, and the climate does not invite 
extensive white colonization. This 
dilemma Mr. Hunt proposes to ob- 
viate by importing negroes from the 
United States he says. He has been 
in communication with Booker Wash- 
ington and other southern leaders of 
the race, but it is not known that he 
has received encouragement from 
the American negro. 

Whatever the probability of suc- 
cess of the great enterprise, there is 
no doubt that the British spinners 
are heart and soul in the attempt 
to become independent of American 
cotton. They anticipate the day 
whea American mills will take the 


| entire eotton crop of the United 
States, and the wonderful advance of 
cotton manufacturing in this country 
has for some years put them at a 
great competitive disadvantage. 
Their unfortunate plight has been 
accentuated, of course, by the high 
price of the raw staple this year, the 
result, the Britishers are certain, of a 
“comer.” At any rate, Liverpool sees 
that she can no longer fix the price 
of American cotton, and the British 
spinner foresees his finish, in the 
long run, if British mills have to de- 
pend, indefinitely on the American 
supply. It is reaHy a life and death 
move for new cotton territory, as it 
is viewed in Europe. 

It would seem, however, that the 
real question at issue is rather one 
of the quality of the cotton that can 
be grown in Africa and elsewhere 
abroad, than the capacity of foreign 
territory to grow cotton. It can not 
be denied that the cotton plant will 
flourish in various countries, under 
intelligent cultivation, but the prod- 
uct does not meet the requirements 
of the general trade. Egyptian cot- 
ton answers the demand of a certain 
line of manufacture, but that line is 
limited and does not affect the out- 
put of the ordinary cotton mill. 
Egypt could grow more cotton, but 
the spinners of England want only 
a limited amount of that quality of 
cotton, depending on the United 
States for the cotton of commerce. 
It is probable that, after all the ex- 
perimenting has been done, the Sou- 
dan cotton will be found to grade 
along with Egyptian and not, in its 
very nature, to enter into competi- 
tion with the American staple at all. 
Great hopes were once entertained 
by the British for Indian cotton, but 
today the bulk of the crop in India 
is taken at low prices by Germany 
and used in the manufacture of the 
coarsest and cheapest goods—goods 
too shoddy to be bought by the poor- 
est classes of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Cotton is a peculiar plant, and the 
more experiments are made in its 
cultivation outside its natural Amer- 
ican home the more convinced are 
the experimenters that the staple of 
commerce is peculiarly indigenous to 
the United States, even exclusively 
so. The advantage enjoyed by our 
southern states has been truly point- 
ed out by Edward Atkinson, who con- 
tends that no tropical country can 
supply cotton that can be substituted 
for the American staple in manufac- 
ture. Says Mr. Atkinson: 

Owing to the physical geography of 
the cotton states and of ‘Texas, the 
mountains lying back of the cotton lands 
on the Atlantic coast intercepting the 
humid atmosphere brought up ody the 
gulf stream leading to frequent show- 
ers, seldom destructiverains, gave the 
ideal conditions for growing cotton on 
the uplands, and a like measure of 
humidty coming in from the Guif of 
Mexico rendered the conditions of the 
black lands of Alabama and of Missis- 
sippi even more conducive to the mak- 
ing of the best cotton of the green seed 
variety, the great cotton of cOmmerce, 
No attention need be given to the Sea 
Island variety; it is insignificant and 
negligible. Again, warm currents laden 
with humidity, as I am informed, come 
up from the southwest over the north- 
ern section of Texas, of Oklahoma, and 
of the Indian Territory. These condi- 
tions, conducive to the growth of the 
plant, are coupled with wirfters by 
which the plant is kept annual, and 
that is necessary, w.th constant renew- 
al of seed or improvement of seed, to 
maintain the best varieties of the great 
staple of commerce. 

In view of these facts, by this 
time pretty generally understood, the 
south is not borrowing trouble over 
foreign experiments in cotton cul- 
ture. At any rate, the territory has 
yet to prove its subtile qualities of 
soil and climate that promises an 
appreciable competition to the fields 
of old Dixie.

Opposition to 


Vice Chairman of Committee Announces Candidacy.

For Simplified Spelling. 

Editor Constitution: When the depart- 
ment of superintendents of the National 
Educational Association meets at Atlanta 
in addition to other, resolutions in the 
interest of spelling reform that will be 
presented for its consideration ft should 
adopt one, directing the use of the modi- 
fied forms of a, o u, approved by the 
Amerikan Philological Association, in all 
of its officia] publications instead of these 
letters when a sounds as in lava, o as 
in not and nor, u as in unfurl. This use 
of the new vowels would cause no ad- 
verse criticism, but would lead to the 
general use of eight vowels in all print- 
ing offices, a necessary step.in the spell- 


ing reform movement. 
The number of letters in the alphabet 


would not be increased as the redundant 
letters k, q, x are to be rejected. The 
department of superintendents of the Na- 
tional Educational Association should 
also adopt a resolution requiring the use 
of pure phonetic spelling in all its pub- 
lications for every word that can be so 
spelled by giving to the letters of the 
English alphabet the power assigned to 
each, reSpectively, in 1877 bygthe Amer- 
ical Philological Association. The fol- 
lowing are examples Of such simplified 
and truthful spelling: Hav, giv, liv, siv, 
flem, tizic, fizic, led, hed, ded, bred, sed, 
program, prest, drest, ecpres, ecprest, 
impres, imprest, distres, distrest, az, iz, 
haz, biznes, nobl, nobli, slo, sloli, glo, 
glori, blo, cud, hud, wud, Shud, wel, nel, 
spel, speling, cacl, tatl, ratl, rambl, fansi, 
bridl, broch, choc, throt, brocn, spocn, 
tocn, yus, yuz, yunit, pul, ful, netl, set], 
blac, stac, crac, nac, activ, sens, sensitiv, 
ampl, batl, det, def, insted, litl, ges, gest, 
mint, fin, nin, stin, Sevn, heven, givn, 
limf, templ, sno, snoz, zist, hiz, hwiz, 
prizm, frozn, silc, sins, notis, tred, cwic, 
ewilt, chizel, definit, tost, egzibit. 

If these reSolutions be passed and the 
spellings suggested be used in all offi- 
cial publications of the National Educa- 
tional Association phonetic spelling for 
all words would rapidly come intu general 
use and English would become a world 
language.

Democratic C-mmittee Meeting. 

The democratic state committee meets 
here March I|7 to select the place for the 
state convention. The latter will not be 
held until after the republican convention. 
It is said that there will be quite a warm 
campaign, particularly so far as the con- 
gressional district is concerned. It is very 
evident that the republicans will make a 
desperate effort to carry some of the dis- 
tricts and if the democrats expect to have 
another solid delegation from North Caro- 
lina they will have to make a fight for it. 

Cotton and Peanut Crops. 

The farmers have had such great suc- 
cess with cotton and peanuts this season 
that they are arranging to go the limit 
in planting both crops and hayg figured 
on cutting down the acreage of tobacco, 
though some leaders are urging that a 
liberal crop of tobacco be planted. The 
Jrices of tobacco have been advanced by 
the American Tobacco Company for the 
purpose of inducing the farmers to plant 
a good acreage. Prices are now higher 
chan at any time sMce the season began, 
August |. It is well known by the far- 
mers why this advance is made. 

Governor Refuses Commutation. 

Governor Aycock positively refuses to 
20ommute the death sentence of William 
Boggan, murderer, and he will accord- 
ingly be hanged February 25. This will 
be the first execution this year. Several 
other men guilty of capital crimes are un- 
der sentence to be hanged. 

Jug Trade Is Brisk. 

Over three-fourths of North Carolina is 
now prohibition territory and the liquor 
distMers are-doing a great business in 
shipping their product. One factory which 
makes jugs has received an order for 
40,000 of these from one distiller, Great 
numbers of jugs are handled by exmress 
and the courts have cases before them 
wh'ch involve the whole question of the 
jug trade. In the supreme court one such 
case which is expotted to settle the ques- 
tion will be argued in the supreme court 
here next Friday. There are all sorts of 
views as to the law. even the judges dl- 
Viding, some deciding one way and some 
another. 

Interesting Legal Case. 

In the federal court here an interesting 
case is being argued. It comes from 
Greensboro. where the Southern railway 
refused to @eliver coal cars on the siding 
of the Greensboro Ice and Coml Company. 
The corporation commission made an or- 
der that the coal should be delivered and 
from this order the Southern railway ap- 
pealed, first to the state supreme court 
and then transferred the case to the fed- 
eral court.

The move which was recently taken 
by the preparatory schools of the city 
and the surrounding territory in forming 
an association devoted to athletics is be- 
lieved to be a step in the right direction 
and is expected to be productive of good 
results, 

The colleges of the state have long 
felt the need of preparatory schools as 
a training place for their athletes. As 
it has been for years past in this state. 
at least, the colleges have had two con. 
ditions of men in their fold, and from 
these two have been obliged to make 
their athletic teams. On the one hand, 
the athletic coach of a college found a 
number of men well equipped to par- 
take in all athletic sports, but tainted 
with professionalism. Of course, in the 
majority of cases the college athletic di- 
rector had no absolute proof that the 
men in question had ever played for 
money, but the moral proofs were «er- 
tainly strong. On the other hand, he 
found a lot of green material whom he 
was obliged to train up in the way it 
should go and teach something of what 
athletics really are, and what an athlete 
should be. 

The result has. been discouraging. When 
several years in the past Georgia v~i5- 
carded professional players and started 
to play ball with amateur teams, she 
met with disastrovs reverseS which dis- 
couraged her players. In those times of 
woe she lost many games of baseball 
and football by such scores as 40 to O 
and 40 to 4. This continued for sev- 
eral years until at last the spirit of the 
game was drilled into the men and a 
scrub team established capable of filling 
the holes in the regular team caused by 
the graduation of star players. 

When the preparatory schools become 
firmly established in the great games of 
football and baseball there will be no 
necessity of bestowing such strenuous 
training on the new material in colleges 
and professionals will no longer’ be 
needed. 

The Atlanta Preparatory esoctation 
will in a short time be a well-established 
fact.

Washington Street Viaduct, Delta 
Place Bridge, Powell Street 
Crossing and Other Features 
of Freight Terminal 
Petition Discussed. 


The hearing upon the petition of the 
Louisville and Nashville and other rail- 
roads which desire erecting freight ter- 
Minals and enlarging their yards from 
Central avenue eastward to the city 
limits began yesterday afternoon before 
the committee on streets, of which Al- 
derman Terry is chairman, and the bridge 


committee, of which Councilman Bruce 


ig chairman. 

After the representatives of the rafll- 
roads and numerous citizen had been 
heard from the committees adjourned 
subject to the ¢all of the two chairmen, 
but with the understanding that there 
will not be another meeting until after 
the session of council next Monday af- 
ternoon, 

The meeting of yesterday 
was attended by all members of the two 
committees, Mayor E. P. Howell, City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, Chief City 
Engineer R. M. Clayton, Councilman 
Fletcher Quillain, Alderman H. T. In- 
man, Councilman Martin F. Amorous, 
Councilman F. A. Hilburn, Judge R. T. 
Dorsey, Jack J. Spalding. Thod Ham- 
mond, former Governor McDaniel, Alex 
Smith, Luther Z. Rosser, Charles T. 
Hopkins, General Manager T. K. Scott, 
of the Georgia railroad; Joel Hurt, Judge 
T P. Westmoreland, Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn, Charles Roberts, Frank Weldon, 
General Manager Fllis, of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern; Bishop C. K. 
Nelson, George Westmoreland, Marion 
Jackson, Rev. Dr. John E. White, Mar- 
vin UWnderwood, N. H. Matthews, Jim 
Hughes and Joseph Hirsch. 

The two committees consist of Council- 
men Rruce. Breitenbucher, Peters, Hynds, 
Holland, Carter, Alderman Terry and Al- 
Harwell. 

The committees were called to order at 
$:15 o'clock by Alderman Terry. The 
railroads were asked to open the debate, 
Governor MeTDaniel introduced Vice Pres- 
ident and General Manager Ellis, of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern yrall- 
road, which js seeking to enter Atlanta. 

y Hemarks of Mr. J. H. Ellis. 

" Vice President and General. Manager 
J. H. Ellis. of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern, spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and.Gentlemen: It has 
been suggested that, as an executive offi- 
cer of the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
@rn Railway Company, that is expecting 
to enter Atlanta with its railroad, I might 
with propriety, after having presented the 


afternoon 


proposal in somewhat brief form in writ- 
ing to the city council, make a little ex- 
tended comment upon it, and, if possible, 
suggest the benefits that might arise to 
the city the acceptance of the pro- 
posal, and also to suggest the in 
which we think the matter might rea- 
@onably be accepted by the city. 

To begin at this end, which perhaps 
may be the better way, the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Railwsy Com- 
pany, as al] of you are no doubt aware, 
exten’s from Marietta, Ga., 20 miles west 
of Atlanta, to Knoxville, Tenn. From 
there it joins with the new road that fs 
mow in course of construction by the 
Knoxville, LaFollette and Jellico Railroad 
Company. That road runs almost directly 
north to a connection with the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad at a point a few 
miles above Jellico, Tenn. That road, 4s 
it is projected, and as it is now nearly 
finished, passes through the largest unde- 
veloped coal fields in either eastern Ken- 
tucky or eastern Tennessee. One land 
company alone, my information is, owns 
upward of 26,000 acres of coal and tim- 
ber lands. through the middle of which 
this road runs pract?cally to an extent o1 
20 to 25 miles. This coal territory and 
these timber lands have never been de- 
veloped by a railroad until now. Already 
there is in course of opening up mines 
that will produce from 1,000 to 1,200 tons 
@ day each, and some have been pro- 
jected to produce’!,500 tons every work- 
Ing day. There are already in course of 
Opening now about five of these mmes. 

here is territory enough there to open 

p fifty of them, and the individuals that 
own these coal and timber lands are 
actively engaged in locating coal opera- 
tors in this territory by reason of its 
opening up by the building of this Knox- 
ville, LaFollette and Jellico railroad, 

The line, after connecting .with the 
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Louisville and Nashville railroad in Ken- 
tucky a few miles above Jellico, then be- 
comes the main line of the Touisville and 
Nashville railroad between Cincinnati and 
Jellico, which is known as its Kentucky 
Central division partly, with a short dis- 
tance over its present Knoxville division. 

Now the purpose is, gentlemen, to 
take those three roads, the Louisville and 
Nashville already constructed: as far as 
Saxton, Ky.; the: Knoxville. LaFollette 
and Jellico railroad, which will be finished 
Within the next ten months, and the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern already 
existing, and form with those three lines 
a continuous line between Cincinnati and 
Atlenta. 

Now it must be apparent to anyone 
that a line of that character must great- 
ly benefit its southern terminus, inas- 
much as the great movement is from the 
east and the north and northwest to the 
south and southeastern apd southwestern 
points. On this new line the traffic we ex- 
pect to develop most and which we think 
will be of more benefit to this section 
than any other single item of traffic that 
will pass over the line is the single item 
of coal. As I said, there is one company 
alone that owns 26,000 acres and those 
coal fields will be developed to the ut- 
most extent. It is known by all that 
there are coal districts now available to 
Atlanta that are working out. Nobgdy can 
conceal that fact and I take it that no- 
body desires to do so. So it becomes es- 
sential, to meet the demand for coal sup- 
ply, that new territory should be de- 
veloped, That is one of the principal mo- 
tives in buliding this new line by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, for 
that is the company that js really build- 
Ing it. 

Now we think that there Is a sub- 
Stantial benefit to the city of Atlanta, a 
very substantial benefit. It may not con- 
trol the price of coal, but if will do this: 
Nobody Is afraid, I take it, no manufac. 
turer or other industry using coal tn 
large quantities, will complain of a nor- 
mal price fr coal. The trouble is that 
it is an abnormal price, due to scarcity, 
that people fear and complain about. I 
contend that when this territory is opened 
up to Atlanta there can \¥@ no scarcity in 
coal and that consequently there can be 
no abnormal price for coal here in At- 
lanta. This will be a very, substantial 
advantage to this city. 

Now there are other adwantages that 
I may just touch tpon briefly. It opens 
up another route from eastern cities to 
Atlanta and points reached through Ai- 
janta for all the eommoditi¢gs that come 
from those eastern points down here to 
reach the consumer. It opens up another 
way here for the southern forests to mar- 
ket the lumber In the northeastern and 
northwestern cities. It gives these in- 
creased facilities, and anybody who has 
paid any attestion to transportation for 
the last few years knows that improfe- 
ment jn transportation facilities is need- 
ed badly. Now it is to add these facilities 
that we propose to come here and open 
up in the city of Atlanta. The Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern’ Railway Com- 
pany has already acquired large areas of 
real estate in your city for the purpose 
of creating on that real estate ample 
freight terminal facilities. It purposes to 
rearrange in connection with the Geor- 
gia railroad yards the existing tracks and 
utilize to the utmost extent that it can be 
utilized the present right of way of the 
Georgia railroad and the additional prop- 
erty that the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern Railway Company has acquired. 
In this immediate neighborhood it also 
purposes to erect a very large and com- 
modious freight station, increase the yard 
delivery tracks, increase the coal delivery 
space and tracks and put the merchants 
an] manufacturers of Atlanta within the 
easiest possible distance of the delivery 
point of the freight that may come to 
this city and to afford the shippers from 
this city the quickest and the easiest pos- 
sible point of delivering to the railroads 
for transportation. 

Now. in order to accomplish this, we 
have come to the city. agd*ask them to 
make some slight modification in one of 
its short streets. To protect the street 
travel and the vehicular travel, whieh 
now passes across the surface of the 
railroad tracks, we propose to construct 
safety passes by going underneath or 
above the railroad tracks. We have sub- 
mitted in our proposal the plans, and 
the basis, upon which we propose for 
the city of Atlanta to accept these im- 
provements. We are asking in the first 
place the changing of the location of 
one short street. In asking for the 
changing of this location, the company 
proposes to furnish the city of Atlanta 
with a sufficient area of real estate, and 
it proposes to build the street jn accord- 
ance with the specifications of the city of 
the same character as the existing street. 
This it purposes to do, and does not 
ask the city to contribute one dollar in 
any shape or form, 

We go down a little further, and come 
to Piedmont avenue, and there we ask 
merely to change the exfsting structure 
in such way that we believe will be a 
decided improvement. We do not touch 
the surface of the street at all, but leave 
it intact—not disturbed in any way. 

We go a little further down to Butler 
street. There we propose to elevate the 
structure, which will give a _ clearer 
headway. 

We go a little further down, and come 
down to Grant street, andethere the 
necessity fs forced upon the railroads to 
widen that structure to admft of some 
additiona] tracks. 

Now wWe come on down, and we believe, 
from a railroad point of view, that a 
surface crossing is highly undesirable. 
We propose at Boulevard street to have 
an underpass, and we have the same 
plan for Peari street. Going east until 


we get to Delta phace, we propose to 
have an overhead ‘structure. We be- 
lieve this to be the best possible solu- 
tion for a crossing: at that point, itnas- 
much as the grade of the street on each 
side of the railroad and the depression of 
the tracks will not. admit of an under- 
grade pess. Of course, if there are any 
changes of detail .in the construction 
of. the approaches, the plans of the rail- 
road company lend themselves reaily 
to an adjustment that will. provide for 
them as may be suggested by the «city 
engineer. 

We have asked tin the proposal that 
the city shall bear some portion of the 
expense of constructing these wunder- 
passes and of the overhead structure. 
We think we are asking nothing but what 
the city has heretofore expressed an 
entire w.llingness to grant in giving safe 
passage of’ its citizens across the rail- 
roads. In other cases we understand 
that the city has gone to the railroads 
and offered, to do certain things. We 
volyuntarily :come to the city now, and 
Offer to do;,the same things; to con- 
struct these :underpasses and the over- 
head structures on the same basis that 
all your other bridges have hee~ nere- 
tofore constructed. In that we think we 
are consistent.and fair. 

Now I have barely touched upon the 
question of the enlarged freight facill- 
ties. It is of very much more importance 
to a community like Atlanta to have its 
freight facilities . especially centrally 
located and easily accessible’ than 
its passenger facilities; for its pas- 
sengers can be handled in car- 
riages, by omnfbuses, and so on, but 
it is essential in these days that .cheap 
transportation and cheap handling of raw 
material should be secured and that it 
should be delivered to its destination 
with the least possible expense and with 
the utmost facility. The cost these days 
of moving stuff seems to enter so large- 
ly into the cost of the manufactured 
product that it becomes a yery jm- 
portant item in the succesg of any man- 
ufacturing plant that its raw material 
be delivered to it with the lease possible 
cost and delay. 

Now, in endeavoring to get our freight 
facilities as near as possible to the 
wholesale district, we are proposing to 
make these changes at a very large 
cost. If we could afford to place these 
facilities a-half a mile away, we could 
carry out our plans at a very much 
less expenditure both for rea) estate and 
construction. But we have come *here, 
and we have bought the property that is 
necessary, and we have paid a_ good 
round figure for it. We desire now to 
utilize that property, and we ask the 
city to help us in every way that we 
can fairly ask them to help us, to util- 
ize that property in the best possible 
way. We do not think the proposal has 
anything improper, out of the wav or 
objectionable in it. 

The plans that we have 
freight facilities we have 
the council, and they 
carefully prepared. They have been 
worked upon by the president of the 
Atlanta. Knoxville and Northern rajl- 
road, Mr. M. H. Smith, and these plans 
have passed between his office and that 
of the chief engineer of the Atlanta. 
Knoxville and Northern railroad a half 
dozen times or more. They have been 
revised and reconsiructed. on paper, and 
discussed, and the convenience and safety 
of the public has been most carefully 
considered, and these plans have been 
studied and worked upon most carefully 
by both of these gentlemen. Now. In 
submitting these plans to you, we can say 
with confidence that it 1s the best poasi- 
ble plan that can be devised both %or 
the railroad and the city. I do not think 
these plans could he improved upon with- 
out the expenditure of a great deal more 
money than is now contemplated. 

The proposal. too, in the preparation 
of that document, the counsel for the com- 
pany, the managersofthe railroads as- 
sociated with the Atlanta. Knoxville and 
Northern rallway, have given most care- 
ful study to it. We wanted to make it 
as' specific and clear as possible, and 
above all we wanted to submit a pro- 
posal that we believed would be favor- 
ably received by the council. That may 
be subject to criticism, but it represents 
our best effort at producing a thing of 
that kind, and I hope for that reason, 
if for nothing else, it will receive careful 
consideration at your hands. It certainly 
has had the same at ours. 

There is another matter that I want 
to call you attention to,*and that 
we have already expended in aejuiring 
real estate for carrying out this large 
troject—for it is a large one—$278,000. 
That’s the beginning. The improve- 
ments themselves, the rearrangement of 
the present railroad vard, the construe- 
tion of additional tracks, the building of 
a new round house, and the conctruction 
ot a freight house that we propose to 
make @00 feet lorg and 50 feet wide. 
will involve an expenditure of approxi- 
mately $600,000. Now, you must realize 
that the distribution of that amount of 
money in addition to the amount al- 
reay expended, right here in the eity, 
will Inure to the great benefit of; your 
laborers, your material men and greatly 
help the entire city. Certainly, the dis- 
tribution of a large sum like that right 
here in your midst will be a distinct 
advantage, and shoud have considera- 
tion, and a project of the kind we sub- 
mit should meet with the support of 
everybody who is fair minded, liberal 
and disposed to do right by the railroads 
when they propose sjgch an important 
improvement as :s conte@nplated. 

We have already asked of the city to 
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submitted to 
have been most 
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Northern railway the present old No. 2 
fire engine house and the property on 
which it stands. In consideration of 
that conveyance, we propose to give to 
the citv of Atlanta at another location 
a piece of. property 50 by 130 feet, very 
nearly twice the area of the property we 
ask the city to convey to us. On that 
piece of ground we-are ready and wilF 
ing to construct a modern standard fire 
engine house that has been adopicecd by 
the city as its standard and convey to 
the city without any cost, other than 
the conveyance of the old house and 
property. 

Now, there is a very substantial ad- 
vantage in that to the city. I wish to 
suggest in this connection that if, as has 
been intimated, the railroads are getting 
the advantage of the city in another con- 
nection, this would be an offset to any 
such advantage. In looking over the 
proposal again, however, I do not see 
that there is any point that justifies 
this intimation, but, if such objectison 
should arise, I hope you will bear in 
mind,the. very material advantage to 
the city of the preferable location of 
the new engine house and the decided 
advantage in the larger area of ground. 

Washington Street Viaduct. 

Chairman Terry asked for objections 
to the pétition of the roads. 

Judge T. P. Westmoreland asked to be 
heard upon the Washington street via- 
duct question. 

“To move a street,” he said, “is quite 
an important thing, and before it is done 
some arrangements Should be made to 
meet the changes that will be caused. If 
Waverly place is to be closed we ought 
to be given something else just as good 
Or better.’’ 

Speaking of the Washington street via- 
duct he said: 

“It opens the capitol of the state to 
the north side, opens the Boys’ High 
school to the south side, opens the Girls’

three important churches to the north 
side and makes a magnificent thorough- 
fare from Piedmont park to Grant park.” 

Judge Westmoreland stated that all of 
the recent viaducts had been bullt on 
the: west side, while nothing has been 
done for the east side,

Chamber of Commerce and Board of 
‘Trade Hold Meetings and Issue 
Cheerful Addresses—Thou- 
sands Qf People View 
Smoldering Ruins. 


Baltimore, February 9.—Outside the 
area of the fire this afternoon and tonigh.~ 
the streets were filled with tramping 


thousands. Multitudes of people and res- 
idents as well as the out of town people 


who are flocking to the city on every 
train, spent the early hours of the night 
in the section just back of the fire lines, 
gazing at the wrecked buildings. Solid 
lines of spectators stretched almost the 
whole length of the borders of the fire 
Swept district and back from them for 
many blocks all along the line surged 
fuch crowds as Baltimore has seldom 
seen. 

From the suburbs and the outlying 
country districts, came an army of vis- 
itors, many of them driving carriages 
that showed signs of the muddy rura: 
roads. But {t was an orderly crowd and 
gave no trouble to the police or soldiers. 
At thé bankg, adjacent to the fire section 
guards were stationed. On the great broad 
plaza between the court house and the 
city postoffice the crowd was roped off 
and in the square thus formed the first 
regiment of the Maryland National Guard 
was stationed, frequently being put 
through the manual of arms to: warm up 
the half frozen miliamen. 


Federal Buildings Unscathed. 
One of the most remarkable freaks of 
the fire was the escape of the big govern- 


ment buildings. The flames wrought de- 
struction on all sides of this group of 


structures, except on the north. These 
buildings are the city hall. the Unitea 
States court house, used as the temporary 
headquarters of the subtreasurv pending 
the erection of the new bulldins, and by 
the customs of the postoffice buildings. 
which also contained the United States 
marshal’s office, and the office of the 
collector of internal revenue. All to the 
eouth of this entire group 1s complete de- 
struction, but these buildings escaped 
without a scratch. 

At the city postoffice the usual routine 
has been resumed. Many men were ocru- 
pled in returning the valuable mail from 
the substations whence thev had been 
removed Sunday, and in taktng packages 
from the vaults. Firms in: the burned dis- 
trict are served by the various carriers 
in charge of that section at new addresses 
which are being registered. In this way 
nearly all of the mall which accumulated 
In the two days of the fire has been 
delivere®. When the fire threatened the 
nostoffice every package was removed 
from the building and put in the vaults. 
Postmaster S. D. Warfield directed tho 
efforts of federal employees in saving the 
Bullding. Everv window was kept wet 
inside and while a number were attacked 
by the heat. none were broken sufficiently 
to cause a droft. Had a draft started the 
building wndoubtedlv would have met 
the fate of those on its south side. 


No Scarcity of Food. 

For a time it was feared that a food 
ecarcity with an accompnanving advance 
in prices would occur, but it is felt this 
apprehension has no grounds. Supplies 
gre short, but railroad facilities have 
been unobstructed and merchants now be- 
ieve they will be able to meet every de- 
mand. Most of the_provision houses in the 
wholesale district were burned, but ar- 
rangements have been made to sell food 
supplies from freight yards and stations. 

The military grip on the ruins was this 
afternoon tightened to the IMmit, and for 
the present it will be impossible for any 
one to pass the line of soldiers around 
the burned territory unless on a pass per- 
sonally issued by Brigadier General 
Riggs, for official business.

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ALTIMORE, February  9.—Amia 

ruins still hot and smoking, Bal- 

timore has begun its resurrection. 
With the dawn of a clear winter day,

With cqual promptness the chamber of 
commerce held a weneral meeting and

The stock exchange members met and 
decided to rebuild as soon as possible.

Old buildings long unused, 
private residences near the business sec- 
tion; in fact, every .available structure 
bears crudely lettered signs on board 
or cloth announcing that within the 
temporary office of a firm. The names 
on some of these signs are those that 
rank high in the financial and commercial 
circles of the world and in these tempo- 
rary offices men who for 
known only mahogany desks work on 
deal tables and plain boards. 

Labor ig in demand and the newspa- 
pers already contain display advertise- 
ments for men to begin the work of clear- 
ing the ruins. 

All things considered, the public stcok 
taking that engrossed the business world 
of Baltimore today was satisfactory. But 
this does not mean that the great fire 
was a lesser calamity than has been pic- 
tured in these dispatches. The words 
that have hurried over telegraph wires, 
restored by almost superhuman energy 
to meet a wanting world’s demand for 
news, have given but an Inadequate 
conception of this cataStrophe of a cen- 
tury. The bald fact is that 140 acres Of 
business buildings, representing property 
to the approximate value of $125,000,- 
000, were destroyed within twenty-four 
hours.

Work of Clearing Away Debris. 
The ruins if the fire terrétory having 
cooled sufficiently to permit the handl- 
ing of debris, the work of clearing some 
portions of the burned district began to- 
day. Hundreds of laborers engaged by 
the department of street cleaning were 
put to work at the western end of the 
ruins clearing the street. The task be- 
fore them is a difficult one, and the 
work of removing the great mass will 
necessarily be slow. Many-weeks will 
elapse before all the streets within the 
fire territory will besopen to traffic. 
“Bricks to the depth of- four feet, large 
marble and granite blocks, great girders, 
bent or broken, and net works of tte- 
graph, telephone and elecsric light wires 
cover the streets. On both sides of the 
thoroughfares in many places are tower.

Henry 8S. Hurst, of the firm of John E. 
Hurst & Co., said that there was no 
gasoline in the building, and that the 
fire did not have its origin in an explo- 
sion of this HNquid in the Hurst building. 
This statement was subsequently cor- 
roborated by a signed statement issued 
by S. W. Thopper & Sons, insurance 
agents and brokers, who said that after 
careful inspections by deputies of their 
fire and of the underwriter’s association,

Donald was arrested was sworn out by 
Detective Reed at 9 o'clock tonight befora

Miller, the latter arriving here late this 
evening for that purpose. The arrest was 
made by Detectives Smith and Reed, Po- 
liceman Myers and Sheriff Smith. The 
prisoner was arrested at his home anid 
taken in a cab to the office of 8S. B. Lowe, 
where he was confined until taken to the 
Jeffersonville reformatory by Detectives 
Reed and Smith. The movements of the 
officers were clothed in secrecy and no 
one anticipated the action of the author. 
ities. 

Following a rumor that the arrest had 
been made, an excited crowd gathered at 
the Monon station, expecting the prisoner 
to be taken north on the Monon, to In- 
dianapolis. Crowds congregated on the 
street corners discussing the arrest. 

Prisoner Is Concealed. 

The prisoner's whereabouts was kept 4 
secret from the general public. Precaution 
was taken by the detectives to keep the 
public in ignorance of their actions and 
the cab containing McDonald and hia 
captors was driven in a round-about wav 
Gown an alley In the rear of Lowe's offle , 
the prisoner being hustled up a rear stalr- 
way. For several hours the detectives 
and their prisoner were closeted together, 
the former resorting to the usual sweat- 
ing method, but whether McDonald made 
a confession or not Detective Reed would 
not divulge.

lishing the firal links In the chain of 
evidence necessary to make an arrest. 
This evidence proved to be the pootprints 
of a man and woman in a mound of clay 
around a telephone pole recently erected 
in the alley. These footprints faced eacn 
other. Several pickets of the fence nesr 
by were pulled loose from thelr fasten- 
ings, indicating that a strus<ie had taken 
place. On their visit to the fatal alley 
detectives made a plaster of paris 
cast of the footprints and this will be ex- 
hibited in evidence against the accused. 


Robbery and Assault. 

The motive of the crime was twofold, 
according to the detectives, robbery and 
assault. The latter was unsucce asful, but 
as to the former Detective Reed will not 
state whether a clew has been secured, 
McDonald is the same party who went 
before the court of inguiry, testified that 
he passed Caprein J. D. Alexayder and 
“Miss Schaefer on L street a few minutes 
before her death end overheard their con- 
versation: also that he passed two men 
at the corner of the alley where the mur- 
der was committed. 

McDonald is known In police circles as 
William Parsons. He is about thirty-five 
vears old and has a wife and several step- 
children, He has been employed by the 
Bedford Coal and Mining Company for 
some time. When arrested he displayed 
signs of nervousness and appeared to be 
unable to give satisfactory answers to the 
questions of the detectives. Suspicion was 
frst directed toward him during his testi- 
mony before the investigating commit- 
tee.

REFEREE HITS 
THE USURERS 


Judge Ferguson’s Opinion 
Relative to Bankruptcy 
Matters. 


Birmingham, February 9.—(Special).— 
Judge Ferguson, referee in bankruptcy, 
has rendered an opinion which is of more 
than ordinary interest in bankruptcy 
proceedings, in reference to the filing of 
petitions in bankruptcy for a small or 
insufficient amount of money. This prac- 
tice has obtained here to a large extent, 
and many prota@sts have ‘been made 
against the practice. 

The decision also makes a direct blow 
at the money lender for usurious interest, 
and will have a tendency to stop the 
practice of the lenders of money on wages 
where usury is charged. 
In this case the bankrupt filed a petition 
for a rule ni-si against a money lender 
to show cause whe he should not with- 
draw an alleged assignment of wages 
executed by him and filed by the Ala- 
bama Great Southern Railway, and the 
employer of the bankrupt, the creditor 
answered the petition alleging that the 
bankrupt had no special interest in the 
claim that would allow him to maintain 
the petition, he having failed to claim it 
exempt.’ 

The court held the answer insufficient; 
that while the title to the fund rested in 
the trustee when elected and the bankrupt 
after adjudication has no title, yet he 
has a special interest in the property that 
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gives him a standing in bankrupt court. 
That there is a moral obligation on his 
part to see that no unjust or illegal debts 
are paid, and that all creditors receive 
as large proportion of their claims as 
possible. 

The alleged assignment of wages was 
no more in legal effect than an order or 
check on the railroad company, and was 
revoked at will by the bankrupt before ac- 
ceptance or payment by the company, 
and the adjudication in bankruptcy was a 
revocation in law, and the money in the 
hands of the railroad company at such 
time, should be paid into the bankrupt 
court. 

The alleged assignment was void on 
ite face, because it failed to comply 
with the state statute regulating the 
business of money lending in Jefferson 
county, in that the paper evidencing the 
loan, failed to state the rate of interest 
charged, and that the same was record- 
ed in the probate office within five days 
of its execution.

UIT OF STATE 
Copper Companies Will Build 

New Plants at Ducktown 


Agreement Is Re.ched Whereby the 
Companies Agree To Prevent 
the Escape of Sulphrr Gases. 
Conference at the 
Capitol8s8 


As the result of a conference held yes- 
terday between President J. Parke Chan- 
ning, of the Tennessee Copper Company 
and General Manager W. H. Freeland, 
of the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron Company, on the one hand, and Gov- 
ernor Terrell, Attorney General John C. 
Hart and Ligon Johnson, representing the 
State, on the other, an agreement was 
reached whereby the copper companies 
will install as soon as possible plants for 
reducing copper ore which will not per- 
mit of the escape of the sulphur gases 
Over the surrounding country, and the 
State in consideration of this, will not 
press its suit for temporary injunction in 


the supreme court of the Tinited States 
when the hearing comes mp on April 18. 

The officers of these two copper com- 
panies were here yesterday to confer with 
Governor Terrell regarding the suit which 
Georgia has filed in the United States su- 
preme court against the state of Tennes- 
see. Both stated that they were ready 
and anxious to supplant the old methods 
of reducing the copper ore with some pro- 
cess that would do away with the dam- 
age to vegetation as the result of the 
Sulphur fumes that now escape from the 
Ore roasting sheds. 

Mr. Freeland stated that his company 
had already installed the new furnaces 
and they were working satisfactorily. Mr. 
Channing said his company would put in 
the new furnaces as soon as possible, the 
work having already been begun. They 
said in the future they proposed not to 
let these sulphur fumes go to waste, but 
to convert them into commercial sulphur- 
ic acid which would be used in the mak- 
ing of fertilizers. 

This is practically a victory for the 
state, and means in effect that ultimately 
there will be a decree issued in favor of 
Georgia prohibiting the use of the present 
methods of roasting these coppé¢r ores in 
the open air. 

Proposition from Companies. 

Following is the proposition regarding 
the matter made to Governor Terrell yes- 
terday by the officials of these two com- 
panies: 


“Atlanta, Ga., February 9, 1904.—Gov- 
ernor J. M. Terrell, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear 
Sir: Referring to the proceeding institu- 
ted by the state of Georgia vs. the state 
of Tennessee, et al, I beg to advise you 
that as president of the Tennessee Cop- 
per Company, one of the co-defendants to 
this suit, that we are now prep: iring to 
make such changes in our smelting op- 
erations that I am of the opinion, and in 
fact can guarantee to you that by the 
first of August, 1904, we will have ceased 
producing smoke from our roast yards. 
At the present the Ducktown Sulphur, 
Copper and Iron Company, has entirely 
ceased roasting any ore and its roasting 
yards are abandoned. The Tennessee 
Sel Company is awalting the installa- 
Aion of a third blowing engine and when 
is is erected so that a third furnace 
may. be put in operation, they also in- 
tend to cease putting any more green ore 
upon the roast yards. This date, we pre- 
sume, will be about the first of April. 

“I desire to call your attention to the 
fact that it takes from three to four 
months to’roast ore after it has been 
once lighted and therefore it is a physi- 


cal- imposibility to stop roasting when it ’ 


is once under way. To be concise our 
proposed method of smelting which is 
now in successful use hy the Ducktown 
company, {fs to smelt the green ore direct- 
ly in blast furnaces without preliminary 
roasting. The result is that instead of 
producing smoke only a gas {s produced, 
this being hot and concentrated immedi- 
ately rises to a great elevation and be- 
comes ‘so diluted with air as to be prac- 
tically dissipated. 

“T call your attention to our iInten- 
tlons in this matter so that you may 
nostpone any action against us until such 
times as we have demonstrated the prac- 
tical success of. this new method, and 
which, as I say, we have every reason to 
believe will be in full operation in August 
or September of this vear. Yours truly,

“In behalf of the Ducktown Sulphur. 
Copper and Iron Company, Hmited, I beg 
to state that the discovery of a new 
process has enabled this company to 
abolish the former practice of roasting 
ore, that the new process is in actual] 
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and sucessful operation and that the 
roasting of ore will not again be resumed.

Copper and Iron Company, Limited.” 


Won’t Delay the Suit. 

In consideration of the attitude of the 
officials of these, compantes, the state offi- 
clals agreed they would not ask for a 
temporary restraining order at the hear- 
jing in <April. This, however, will not 
delay the litigation so far as the results 
are concerned. Once fired these copper 
ore piles burn for four months, and they 
could have been fired just before the 
hearing in April, and, as they cannot be 
put out, the temporary injunction would 
have had little effect. The final hearing of 


the case is expected to come up at the | 


October term. 

The officials of these companies practi- 
cally admit that they are responsible for 
the damage that has been done to vege- 
tation in that seetion of the state by the 
fumes from these copper roasting ovens. 
The state, however, has nothing to do 
with individual claims, but simply sought 
by its suit to put a stop to the destruc- 
tion.

Washington, February 9.—The senate 
today passed the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill without debate and 
then renewed consideration of the isth- 
mian question. Mr. Fulton spoke in sup- 
port of the course of the administration 
in. connection with the Panama revolt, 
and Mr. Carmack and Mr. Overman in 
opposition thereto. Mr. Overman had not 
hither made his position on the treaty 
known, and his speech revealed the at- 
titude of probably the last doubtful mem- 
ber of the senate. The speech was Mr. 


Overman’s maiden effort in the jsenate. 


Mr. Overman announced his opposition 
to the canal treaty on the ground that 
the United States had violated the obli- 
gation of the provision of the treaty of 
1846. He said that the course of the 
United States in connection with the re- 
bellion had had the effect of tying the 
hands and feet of Colombia, and added 
that in view of this there was no wonder 
that the revolution was bloodless. He 
could not bring himself to condone the 
wrong done. 

Carmack Attacks Roosevelt. 

Mr. Carmack also restated his views in 
Opposition to the treaty, saying that he 
felt impelled to do so because of the 
fact that he had received a number of 
petitions asking him to support sae 
Carmack announced his great desire that 
there should be a canal built, but he did 
not believe that the fate of the canal 
is involved in the treaty, because he 
was satisfied that if the president could 
not get.a canal via the Panama route, 
he would follow the Spooner law and ac- 
cept the Nicaragua route, “‘for,’’ he said, 
“much as the president liked to have 
his own way, he liked better to be presi- 
dent.”’ 

He added that “there are limits to the 
lawless of this administration.’’ 

Mr. Carmack declared that his course 
in opposing the treaty is not actuated 
by partisanship, but by his opposition to 
imperialism, and he Said that the south 
is so situated as to render it liable to 
feel a tendency toward imperialism on 
the part of the chief executive.

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Jacksonville, Fla., February 9.—A yaer- 
dict of guilty was returned this eve- 
ning by the jury in the case of Helen 
Willmans-Post, the mental science healer, 
who has been on trial for the past ten 
Gays in the United States court. 

The charge agatnst Mrs. Post was that 
of violating section 5480, of the revised 
statutes of the United States. It was 
specifically charged that she devised a 
scheme to defraud divers people and 
that she used the United States malls 
to further said scheme. 

The jury was out for seven hours, 
It stood ten for conviction and two for 
acquittal from the first. At 4 o’clock 
the jury was called into court and the 
judge stated that the court would, in 
this case require a verdict from the 
jury, and that if no verdict was return- 
ed by 6 p. m. the jury would be locked 
up and left in charge of the marshal 
while the judge went to Tampa and 
held a term of the court. At 5:30 a 
verdict of guilty was returned. 

The maximum penalty for the viola- 
tion of section 5480 is a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500 or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding eighteen months, or both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

The court has not yet passed sentence 
and the defense has been given ten days 
to prepare and submit a motion for ar- 
rest of judgment or a new trial. The 
defendant is under $1,000 bond. 

There are eleven other indictments 
against Mrs. Post, her husband, C. C. 
Post, and her son in law, Charles C. 
Bergman. 


DODGE RELEASE 
ON A BIG BOND 


Washington, February 9.—The fifth and 
what is now considered to be the last 
week of the postal trial began today. 

August Machen, former superintendent 
of the rural free delivery division of the 
postoffice department, was the central 
figure on the stand today. Mr. Machen 
testified that his part of the Toledo office 
began September, 1888, and ended August 
1, 1890. While still in office, he said, he 
and his uncle and George E., Charles W. 
and Henry L. Lorenz became associated 
in the oil business. For several years af- 
ter leaving the Toledo postoffice he said 
he and George E. Lorenz devoted their 
entire time to their oil venture. He came 
to Washington and assumed his duties 
as assistant superintendent of free deliv- 
ery in March, 1893. 

Mr. Machen gave a summary of his oil 
transactions and gaild the Pluto Oil Com- 
pany was a close corporation, composed 
of himself and the four others mentioned. 
He then referred to the building of thé 
Crystal Refinery Company, its indebted- 
ness and mentioned other details already 
brought out in the testimony. Coming 
to the giving of the note for $25,000 by 
Lorenz, Machen said it represented the 
equity in what is known as the Machen 
interest in the oil business. He did not 
close With Lorenz at once, he said, be- 
cause he had other purchases in view. 
The note finally was given by Lorenz 
July 1, 1893. 

Machen Is Emphatic. 

“Will you tell the jury that you at that 
time actualy sold to Lorenz your inter- 
est in this business?’ he was asked. 

“I did,’”’ said Machen, with emphasis. 

Mr. Machen admitted that sometimes 
he resorted to “‘kiting.’’ When he want- 
ed money in a hurry he testified, he 
would draw on Lorenz. In order not to 
catch Lorenz unawares when not in a 
position to meet the draft, he would send 
a check to meet it and ask him to 
hold it 

Mr. Machen entered into a history of 
the growth of the free delivery service 
and said he always took the position of 
encouraging, never discouraging, the test- 
ing of any device or system which tend- 
ed to the betterment of the service. All 
his time, he says, was taken up in the 
consideration of the administrative mat- 
ters of rural delivery. Every blank in 
the rural free delivery, he said, was orig- 
inally made with his own hand.

Dollars,

New Orleans, February 9.—I+ was pbu- 
reau day in the cotton market today, but 
the census report instead of being the 
means of materially advancing prices, 
as the bulls have confidently expected 
for several weeks past, proved to be the 
most disastrous feature of the season 
to the holders of long cotton. 

It was first announced that the total 
number of square bales ginned was 9.- 
&59,277. For a moment the brokers 
at the ring stood silent in stupefied 
amazement. Such an amount was even 
beyond the wildest dreams of the most 
confirmed bear, Then frightened longs 
commenced to throw their cotton over- 
board. Thousands upon thousands of 
bales were offered and prices tumbled 
down 1!0@20 points at a time until they 
were a cent below the prices just pre- 
ceding I! o'clock. 

In the twinkling of an eye the scene 
was changed. A clerk hurried to the 
ring, and being unable to make himsel? 
heard above the din, wrote on a small 
blackboard which he held | high above 
the heads of the brokers The writing 
said that thg amount of cotton ginned 
was 9,048,890 bales, instead of the pre- 
vious figures. With yells of amazement 
and joy, the longs commenced to buy 
back the:r cotton, while shorts had their 
turn at being panic-stricken and hasten- 
ed to cover their sales, 

Within a minute prices had recovered 
almost every point lost and bid fair to 
make substantial gains for the day when 
the blackboard was hoisted again, and 
this time it said that the correct report 
of the number of square bales ginned 
was 9,485,537. While this was considered 
extremely bullish, many longs were sick 
at heart over the events of the morning 
and they kept up the liquidation, which 
had the effect of causing prices to close 
from 83 to 91 points lower than the close 
of yesterday in March, May and July. 

The cotton exchange offictils commenc- 
ed an investigation of the blunders that 
had been made and it was soon seen that 
the instructions that had been given as 
to the manner of sending the report to 
the exchange had heen disregarded. Al- 
though the blame for the blunder cannot 
at present be attached to any one, It 
revertheless cost loea] traders hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Many of the 
small traders and speculators were wiped 
out. The big bulls supported the mar- 
ket; their support came at the proper 
time and undoubtedly saved futures fron 
even wider declines. They were immense 
buyers at the lowest levels, taking cotton 
a thousand bales at a time.

School of Instruction for ily 


Force Is Agreed Upon, 


Police Commission, in Session Last 
Night, Acted on Recommenda- 
tion of Chief Ball—Details 
of the System Are Not 
Completed. 


The board of police commissioners last 
night voted to establish a schoo] of in- 
struction in the Atlanta police depart- 
ment, in which the policemen will be 
thoroughly instructed ‘as to the rules of 
the department, the city laws, and in 


military tactics. 

The schoo] was inaugurated on recom- 
mendation of Chief of Police John W. 
Ball, who presented a communication on 
the subject to the board. The details of 
the new system have not yet been com- 
pleted, but it is announced that certain 
days and certain hours will be set apart 
for the instruction of each of the three 
watches. 

The matter of employing a drillmaster 
was left with Chairman Amos Fox and 
Chief Ball, but it is not pelieved that 
such an officer will be necessary. Chief 
Bell is well versed in military maneuvers, 
and gt is probable that the duties of in- 
structor and drillmaster will be perform- 
d by him. 
pg spacious drill room on the third 
floor of the police station will be used 
for the drilling of the men. Chief Ball 
urged, in his communication, that it is 
an essential feature of the department 
that the members of the force be syste- 
matically trained in the formation of a 
company or battalion, thereby rendering 
it possible for a commanding officer to 
quickly maneuver a large body of po- 
licemen, in order that a disorderly or 
riotous crowd may be summarily end 
easily controlled. 

The policemen will be given instruction 
in all of the rules of the department, and 
as to the various city ordinances, so they 
will become better acquainted with the 
scope and extent of their authority and 
duties. 

Councilman Frank A. Hilburn, the new 
chairman of the police committee of 
the city council, attended the meeting 
of the board last night. Councilman Hil- 
burn is evineing much interest in police 
matters, and thas made a splendid im- 
pression as chairman of the police com-

CULLOM PRESSES 
FOR CANAL VOTE 


Believed Senate Will Act on 


the Panama Treaty 
Next Week, 


Washington, February 9.—In the ex- 
ecutive session ef the senate today the 
Panama canal treaty was taken up for 
formal consideration, and Senator Cul- 
lom, chairman of the committee on for- 
eign relations, who has charge of the 
treaty, made a formal statement in ex- 
planation of its terms, and in advocacy 
of its ratification. He said that there 
need be no fear of complications on ac- 
count of claims that may be made by 
Colombia to an interest in the canal, and 
the Panama railroad, or other property 
interests on the isthmus, because all 
these naturally pass to the new. govern- 
ment of Panama. 

Mr. Cullom expressed the hope that 
there would be no insistence on the 
amendments to the treaty, which were 
originally recommended by the commit- 
tee on foreign relations. To adopt amend- 
ments, he said, would cause delay, which 
it was especially desirable to avoid, while 
if the treaty should be ratified as it now 
stands, it would be a comparatively easy 
matter to secure supplemental treaties 
covering any defects in the pending con- 
vention, wich may be discovered in the 
future. 

No effort was made to fix a time for 
voting on the treaty, but after the ad- 
journment of the executive sess.on Sen- 
ator Cullom expressed confidence that a 
vote would be secured next week.

TROOPS MAY GO 
TO COAL CREEK 


Governor Frazier Goes to 
Tennessee Mines To Inves- 
tigate Trouble, 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 9.—Governor 
J. B. Frazier arrived here this morning 
from Nashville. After a conference with 
parties here who are familiar with the 
Situation at Coal Creek as a result of 
the fatal engagement there on Sunday in 
which four men were killed and eight 
seriously wounded, he decided to go to 
Coal Creek and investigate for himself. 

Governor Frazier left here at 9:30 
o'clock. He was accompanied by Add4u- 
tant General Harvey H. Hannah, Judge 
R. M. Barton, of the court of chancery 
appeals, and Hon.-James H. Welcker, 
whom the governor invited as a legal 
adviser. Governor Frazier declined to 
commit himself as to whether he d or 
did not favor sending state troops t¥ Coal 
Creek. 

Pressure has been brought to bear upon 
the governor to detail troops to guard 
the Fraterville and Thistle coal mines, 
in which the Coal Creek Coal Company 
is working non-union men.

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Sacred Sea of Lhassa. 
(From The London Telegraph.) 

VYerv little of the world remains un- 
known. Thibet will soon be as well 
known as China, the sacred city of Lhas 
ga as little of a mystery as Pekin. A 
Russian traveler, M. Tsybikoff, has com- 
municated to the Geographica! Society of 
St Petersburg a pretty full account of 
Lhassa. where he stayed for oyer twelve 
months—being an Oriental scholar and 
professedly a La mite by religion. lie 
found the land far tess populous than 
is commonly supposed, and a large pro- 
portion of its people monks. Lhassa. he 
reports, bas no more than 10,000 inhab- 
itants. and two-thirds of these are wo- 
men. M. Tsvbikaff made a great number 
of observations on the climate of Thibet, 
and has broveht away several Thibetan 
woks: on philosophy, medicine, astron- 
my and history. besides collections of 
yravers and incantations. written by re- 
nowned lamas. The latter denartments 
are much more in the way of Thibetang 
than philosophy and science,
